form of powders in gelatine capsules. To 
administer thcsotako tho dog, if a small 
one, on your knee, if a large one, between 
tho knees, open the mouth gently but 
firmly, holding- tho head up as high as 
you can, nnd have fcomo one to put the 
capsules a^ far do\\u tho throat as possi- 
ble, now close tho jaws and give the dog 
a sharp tnp under the clilu, which will 
cause him to swallow the capsule. When 
liquid niedicine.i an1 not of a disagreeable- 
taste they c-.ni Iw j;i"> en in drinking water 
or in broth \Vlion it is necessary to force 
a dog to take them, hold him in the same 
position as when givi«<? cupsules, but do 
not hold the jaws so wide open, and have 
your assistant pour tho medicine from a 
long necked bottlo into tlio buck part of 
tho mouth a little at a time, hold the 
nose until you aro sure ho ha-s swallowed 
the dose. As soon as all is down give tho 
dog a morsel of moat and take him out for 
a run. 
This will often prevent him from 


vomiting tho medicine —Globe-Democrat.

Men 
find it to their interests to improve the 
races of horses, dogs, oats, cows, chick- 
ens, pigeons and other animals, but that 
race whose members are formed in the 
image of the Creator must take its 
chances and do its mating after tho 
fashion of a lottery. Chance rules the 
selection of men and women for the holy 
offices of parentage, and that chance does 
its work is shown by the statistics of 
criminality in this and other countries.—

his arm, and to explore tho wonders of 
the Louvre, the Luxembourg, the Gobelins 
or tho Musee-Qarnavalet.

Gamier and the society of Amis des Monu- 
ments Parisiens, which he founded aboi'* 
two years ago, have changed all that. 
Before M. Gamier and tho ladies and 
gentlemen with him took to periodical 
wandering all over mediteval and artistic 
parts of Psiris there were thousands of 
old inhabitants who had never seen the in- 
side of mauy of tho metropolitan monu- 
ments and places of historic interest in 
their lives. They have visited the En- 
gardine or the Tyrol for scenery, cursorily 
inspected tho frescoes and paintings of 
the Pitti or the Vatican to improve their 
taste, but they would no'* be seen for 
worlds lounging about the corridors of the 
Louvre or penetrating tha artistic or ar- 
cadian recesses of Versailles. 


At tlio present time, owing to the 


fashion that has been bet by the "Amis 
des Monuments," it is no uncommon 
thing to see a genuine Parisian wrapped 
in contemplation of "La Belle Jardiniere" 
at the Louvre, or wandering enthusias- 
tically, like a foreign dilettante, through 
the hall of mirrors at Versailles. As to 
tho environs of Paris, such as Marly, 
Montmorency or St. Germain, they are 
rendered more fashionable than ever by 
tho patronage of the opulent people who 
drive thitherward in mail coaches every 
afternoon for dinner.—Paris Cor. London 
Telegraph. 


Poisonous IVine Bottles* 


A French chemist reports that wine is 


affected differently by bottles of different 
manufacture. 
Some bottles 
improve 


while others injure it. An undue admix- 
ture of lime and magnesia, which are 
often substituted for soda and potash 
in glass on account of their cheapness, 
acts injuriously upon the wine.—Chioago 
Herald.

can visitor to tho house of lords as 
being nearer the truth. So great is, 
any rate, their lingering prestige among 
Liberals, that a leading London refonnei 
once told me that it was almost essentia 
to the success of a radical meeting to gel 
a lord to preside at it, and I have mysel: 
been present at such a gathering in Lon 
don, 
when one of tho few really gooc 


speakers I ever heard in England—a man 
full of information on the very point a1 
issue, and expressing it odmirably—was 
put down, in that brutal way only seen 
among Englishmen, through the impa 
tience of the audience to hear a dull and 
Inarticulate lord, who had nothing to say 
and said it. 


A class thus situated cannot bo judged 


by what is said about it in its own nome; 
and when it is transplanted it is apt to 
drift among a class of similar admirers 
abroad. Iso doubt there aro noblemen in 
England whose manners a critical Ameri- 
can would call high bred; but it is cer- 
tain that one may travel a good deal in 
that country, and even go through a con- 
siderable course of London dinner parties, 
without having the good luck to encoun- 
ter a specimen.—T. W. Higginson iu The 
Forum. 


Tito lailUn'j Bark Canoe. 


The bark canoe is the Indian's chef 


d'ceuvre. It seems to me not only a beau- 
tiful object, but a suggestive emblem of 
bis life. It is the most natural boat in 
tho world; to make it ho peels the bark 
from a birch, splits a cedar for timbers 
and planks, binds it together with roots, 
and closes the seams with pitch from the 
pine. His tools aro an ax, a crooked 
knife, and an awl made of a deer's bone. 
No compass and square cover his weak- 
ness, for every piece tells the exact truth 
of his hand and eye; not even a bench 
removes him from the earth, nor a roof 
covers him from the sky; he kneels at his 
work. And tho women embody their at- 
tachment in tho pitch they press into the 
cracks. It is nature's model, made by the 
wild man in the woods. The life of the 
bark canoe is equally poetic; it floats 
through mountain lakes with the beaver, 
and runs rapids with tho otter; indeed, 
all its companions are creatures of the 
forest; it isj faithful to nature to the very 
last, when it retires to the shore of some 
lonely pond to mold under its mound of 
feathery moss.—C. H. Farnham in Har- 
per's Magazine.

the ordinance granting the Sprague Eleo- 
tno Railway company the right of way 
through and over certain streets. All 
members of the council were present ex 
cept Aid. Foster and Metz. The couno 
resolved itself into committee of th 
whole with Aid Finn as chairman, an 
the ordinance was considered section b 
section, several changes being mad 
from the original draft The committee 
arose and in council adopted the ordi 
nance by a unanimous vote. 


The principal provisions of the ordi 


nance are as follows 


The right of way is granted the com 


pany on North Main street, from Lincoln 
Square to Cerro Gordo; from the depo 
west on Cerro Gordo to Edward, nortl 
Edward to limits, from Lincoln tiquare 
south on Mam to Wood, and east on 
Wood to Water street. The caremus 
be new, propelled by eJectnc power. The 
company can establish an electric powe: 
sjstem with the right of way along, ovei 
and under the streets for erecting polar 
The right of way for the track will be 1 
feet. The work of construction shall be 
commenced by April 1st and completei 
by July 31st unless further time is 
granted by the council. The company 
shall give five days notice before occupy 
mg any street. The tracks must be laid 
on an even grade with the streets. The 
gauge of the track shall be 4 feat, 8^ 
inches, the rails to be flat or girder rail" 
and not less than 30 Ibs to the yard. Al 
paved streets not 40 feet wide to be oo 
cupied by the company must be made 
that width at their expense. Cars musl 
be run every fifteen minutes -between 
the hours of 5 a in. and 11 p m —tLe 
fare for one passenger being five cents 
The work of construction shall be done

At any time the city shall 
pave any street upon which the company 
is granted the nght of way, said company 
is required to likewise improve their nght 
of way In case of a refusal the city re- 
serves the right to remove all tracks from 
said street. The company shall not run 
through or m any way disturb a funeral 
or other procession. The right to operate 
such railway is granted for a period of 20 
years. The company 13 prohibited from 
allowing any steam car to run over their 
tracks, under a penalty of forfeiting all 
rights The company is required to pay 
all expenses of publication.

TlM Method Csed In New York Harbor. 


Explicit Directions. 


• ITic following method of Dr. Howard is 
used in New York harbor: Rule 1—Upon 
the nearest dry spot expose the patient to » 
free current of air; rip the clothing away 
from the waist and give a stinging slap 
upon the pit of the stomach. If this fails 
to arouse the patient, proceed to forceand 
dram away the water which has entered 
the stomach, according to rule 2. 
palie o—Turn the patient upon his face, 


the pit of the stomach being raised upon 
a folded garment, above the level of the 
mouth. 
For a moment or two make 


steady pressure upon the back of the 
stomach und chest, and repeat it once or 
twice until fluid ceases to flow from the 
moatli. 


Rule 3—Quickly turn the patient upon 


his back, with a bundle of clothing be- 
tween it so as to raise the lower part of 
the breast bone higher than the rest of 
the body. Kneel beside or astride of the 
patient,' and so place your hands upon 
either side of tne pit of the stomach upon 
the front part of the lower ribs, that the 
fingers fall naturally in the spaces be- 
tween them and point toward the ground. 
Now, grasping tho waist and using your 
knees as a pivot, throw your whole weight 
forward as if jou wished to force the con- 
tents of the chest and stomach out of the 
mouth 
Steadily increase the pressure 


while you count 1—2—8, then suddenly 
let go with a final push, which springs 
you mtu an erect kneeling position. Re- 
main erect upon your knees while you 
euimt 1—2, tin'ii throw your weight for- 
v, ard r.nd projeed again as before. 
Re- 


peat the process at first about five time» 
a minute, increasing the rate gradually to 
about flftern times a minute, and continuo 
it with the regularity of the natural 
breathing, which 3'ou are imitating. It 
another person be present, let him with 
tho left hand hold the tip of the tongue 
out of the left side of the month, with 
the corner of a pocket handkerchief, whilo 
with the right hand he grasps both wrists 
and pins them to the ground above the 
patiei.t's head. 


After treatment—When breathing first 


returns, dash a little cold water in the 
face. 
As soon as breathing has been per 


fcctlv restored, strip and dry the patient 
rapidly and completely, and wrap him in 
blankets only. 
Give hot brandy and 


water, a teaspoonful every five minutes 
the first half hour, and a teaspoonful 
every fifteen for an hour after that. If the 
limbs are dry, apply friction. 
Allow an

possible, by means of a light mountain 
railway. 
Oco of the chief features of the 


permanent liue is a tunnel two and a half 
miles long, upon which English miners 
will bo employed

As u commercial enterprise 


alone it cannot fail to be of tho greatest 
utility, as by it the productions of central 
Asia I'MII find a more direct outlet to tho 
sea tliiiu b\ ony other route.

The French General's Fatal Impetuosity. 


Fighting wish a Foreicner—The Code In 
Various Coontrles—Rescued from an Ex- 
tremely Embarrassing Predicament. 


There is no man living who has fought 


more real, hard, to the death duels than 
Col. Monstery, the veteran disciple of the 
art of running one's fellow man through 
the ribs. Col. Monstery has fought duels 
in Europe, in Mexico, South and Central 
America and other countries where the 
sword is the arbiter of the quarrel. 


To a reporter who enjoyed a chat with 


him the other day, the colonel explained 
why Gen. Boulanger's course in his recent 
encounter had damaged his (Boulanger's) 
reputation as a great soldier. 


"Gen. Boulanger," said he, in his brisk 


way, 
"from what 1 learn by the papers, 


brought about his defeat by his lack of 
coolness and consequent fury of attack. 
He rushed blindly on his foe, losing all 
sight of prudence and skill in the desire 
to inflict injury. For an expert swords- 
man to overcome such an attack is an 
easy matter. He has only to wait coolly 
for his antagonist to leave aa openingand 
then sail in. Boulanger's fatal impetuosity 
in this instance is the best possible proof, 
to the view of any soldier, of his lack of 
ability to command. Such & man makes 
a good fighter in ordinary warfare, but no 
commander 
He is fitted to obey orders; 


to give them—ceverl I have admired 
Boulanger until now. and looked for 
great things from him as a general. 
But 


in my judgment he has no discretion. His 
conduct in this duel justifies the supposi- 
tion, that in a great conflict, in which two 
great armies were engaged, he would act 
Si precisely the same way as he did ia his 
fight with Floquet; he would hazard all 
on one desperate move, and as a result— 
lose. This, mind yon, is the view of an 
old soldier, and I tell you it can't be 
wrong. A hot head makes a good fighter, 
but no general." 


Passing on to a general commentary on 


dueling, past and present, Col. Monstery 
expressed the keenest contempt for the 
average French duel of the day. It is the 
explicit understanding, he said, that when 
two Parisian gentlemen of today decide to 
settle a quarrel with the rapier, the firsl 
flow of blood, no matter by which re- 
ceived, shall end the combat. He thought 
the existence of this understanding was 
the French government's pretext for its 
recognition of dueling as a national in- 
stitution. 


"There are, of course, occasional cxcep 


tions to this rule," he added, "and there 
is nearly always an exception when one o: 
tho combatants is a foreigner. A French 
man will always kill a foreigner in a due 
if he can, particularly if it is an English 
man. 
This was the case in the famous 


duel between Mr. Dillou, an English jour 
nallst, and the, Duke de Grammont de 
Chartreuset, which took place in Paris 
eighteen or twenty years ago. The duto 
was a thorough master of the rapier, anc 
the Englishman knew nothing of the 
weapon 
At the very first assault the 


duke, by a skillful play, sent his adver 
sary's sword flying from his hand. He 
then sprang like lightning on his un 
armed adversary and ran him through 
As fought today, however, the Frencl 
duel with swords is mere child's play anc 
is always ended at the first scratch. It i 
different, of course, when the duel i 
fought with pistols. Firearms cannot be 
fooled with safely, and are much mor 
likely to kill than to maim. There wa 
an instance of this in Paris a few weeks 
ago, 
when au artist fahot dead at the firs 


fire ft journalist who had too harshly crit 
cised some of his pictures. 


"When a Frenchman who is challenge 


to fight a duel chooses pistols as th 
weapons, one may know he means busi- 
ness. His choice of swords only means a 
little theatrical display and a reconcilia- 
tion. 
It is evident, though, that the

were tho weapons used, and Col. Garcia, 
who was lame, chose to fight sitting in a 
chair. 
Ho never rose from the chair, 


though, for the range was short, and the 
Mexican shot him dead at the first fire. 


Col. 
Monstery has in his studio the rec- 


ords of an instance where he was able, on 
the shortest kind of notice, to extricate a 
truculent young man from an extremely 
embarrassing predicament. He was sit- 
ting in his office ill New York cue gloomy 
evening in 1871, when there was a nerv- 
ous knock on the door. "Come in," cried 
ho, and on the invitation there entered a 
young man, who proved on inquiry to be 
one Col. Canzi, a soldier of the days of 
Garibaldi, who immediately began to un- 
fold the tale of his plight. 
He was 


under contract, it seemed, to fight at 
dawn with Gen. Fardella, also a tried and 
courageous veteran. The weapons to be 
used were sabers, and Canzi knew about 
as much of handling a saber as he did of 
cooking a Welsh rarebit. 
He needed 


sleep badly, and two hours was all he had 
In which to learn enough to save hia life. 


Those blessed two hours the colonel 


employed in teaching him two vicious 
cuts, either one of which, if well deliv- 
ered, was calculated to cut off his adver- 
sary in his prime. He was told to bide 
his time, wear the general out by defen- 
sive tactics, and then send ids cut home 
at the proper moment. Canzi departed 
full of hope, and followed out his orders 
to the letter. 
After twenty minutes of 


hard fighting, during which he success- 
fully repelled Fardella's attacks, he de- 
livered one of his two cuts with such con 
sclentious effect that the general's sword 
arm was slit clear from elbow to waist, 
completely disabling him 
The press of 


the country teemed with extended 
counts of the affair, and Canzi was ever 
afterward regarded as a bad man with the 
saber.—Inter Ocean Interview.
